The UP'a long-range planners probably lelt 
that, having lived on this earth for 10 1 2 
■years - under somewhat unusual circum- 
slonces. the young ladles might have some- 
thing Interesting to say. They were right. 

The early life ot the Miles, Dlonne was con- 
trodlctory. Although sheltered and guarded, 
they were public property. Their very exist- 
ence, altered other people's lives, made tidy 
fortunes, provoked bitter liattles. Yet their 
first Interview mado It clear that all this has 
left them untouched, and realistic and nor- 
mal to boot. 

After ,10 years of constant companionship, 
the five Miles.
